New York, Sden Sept.—De wind wos bysne 
gedurende den dag koel van Z. tot Z O , maar 
tusschen 4a 5 uur veranderde N. O0. en begon 
hard te waaijen. Te 5 uur werd het verander. 
lyk, woei ongewoonlyk hard, en bleef sanhou- 
dend in woede vermeerderen tot omtrent he!f 
acht, ‘Fusschen 6 en 7 was de storm cp der- 
zelfs hoogte, en verschrikke!yker den men zich 
ooit kon herinneren, Op dien tyd geraakten 
vele vaartuisch in de oeat rivier ver hunne xa- 
bels, en ofschoon het toen het uur was van Ines 
water, was de zee eehter zoo hoer, als een voet 
boven de werven, men vreesde soor vele schacte, 
en alles was in rep en toer. Alle de schoc- 
steenen werden omver gewaaid, vele boorren 
liggen op de straten, en eenige gebouwen ser. 
nield. Gelukkiglyk dat toen de schrik cp zyn 
hon;.…te wus, destorm bedaarde. De wind was 
WW. a. W, toen dezelve bedaarde en het water 
terug keerde. Ware het toen hoog water ge- 
west, dan is het waarschynelyk, dat wy de 
root.te overstroming zouden ondervonden heb- 
ben. 

Des Aden Sept.— Het schoowspel van ver.

We stated in our last: that the Famoso [n- 
diano had passed to windwurd on Friday, wich 
ao American vessel in company, reported to 
hare been from St, Bacrthoiomews bound-to Ma- 
taeaybo, which she bad tuken pons-ssioa of; we 
now, however, find that she wae not bound to 
Maraceybo, but consigned to « cumnsercial 
house in this island, 'Phe fottowing extract of 
e letter from Aruba, deted 25ih Ucteber. dee- 
eribes the circumstances uoder which she was 
taken. 

‚…'Tbe schoaner Union, Lewison, of Boston, 
from St Bartholomews beond tn Curugeo, wes 
captured aff your island on tbe 19ih instent by 
the hermaphrodite brig Morston, (Famoso Fa- 
dieno,) and ordered for Paerto Cabelio. She ar- 
rised here …n ibo 20(b-atoog with my schooner, 
which the peieateer hed bikewisetiptured on 
her pssvege f:om this to Coragso, wiiha num- 
ber of Columbian emigrant pussengersan board. 
On their coming to anchor et the Suud Point, 
Î went on board the privatees to learn the causa 
of my vessel having been taken possession ef, 
and there | met with the captain of the Union, 
wbo gare meen sccount of bis capture by the 
Spaniarde, He stated that hevig fallen to 
leeward he made the coast of Paragaens, and 


‘had beat up close to Curageo when the priva- 


teer fell io wich bim, she having at ihe time Co- 
lambian coloors flying. 'Fhe boerding officer told 
captain Lewison that he mort go to Marscaybo, 
to whieb be replied he cou:d not, his vessel 
being under insurance and bonnd to Curugeo. 
The officer then pot a pistol to his head, saying 
“If yoa do’nt sign me a paper that you are bound 
to Marsceybo, 1 wilt blow your breine out.” 
Captain Lewison, however, refused to do 90, 
hed he was immedistely carried on boerd the 
Famoso Sodieno. ‘The cergo of the Union con- 
sisted of provisions,dry goods, and five thousand 
dollers iu cash” 

As we hare already given so many statements 
ef the robbing system porsoed by the Famoeo In- 
disno, such condoct as the above does not at «ll 
sorprise us. The day ef retributian, bowever, 
is near at hand, when satisfaction must be 
sendered for the varions acts of attrocity com- 
mitted by the Spanish priyateers, 

Accounts have been received here from Poerto 
Cabelio of the sosrender of Cumana to the for- 
ces under generel Bermudes.

LAST MOMENTS OF THE {UEEN. 

At the latter end of last month her majesty 
feit berse'f indi=po-ed, in consequence, as we 
understand, of having taken a very large dose 
of magaesia, which was supposed to haty crea- 
ted an obstcuetion in the bowels, which: was 
followed by inflammatory symptoms. On ‘Fhurs- 
day, the 2d inst, she was attended by three phy 
siciens, of whom the senior was Dr. Maton, 
much distinguisbed by his skiiful and zealoun 
care of the late duke of Kent. fn the course 
of that day ber majesty was oopiously bled: 
she passed a quiet night, but her symptoms re 
meined the same. ‘The following day she was 
immersed for about 8 quarter of an hour in a 
warm bath, which moderated the pain, but in 
vther respects was uoasailing. Connected with 
the inflammation of the bowels was a nauses at 
the stvinsch, which repelled both food and medi- 
cine. Another physician, Dr. Ainslie, was now 
called in, and her majesty’s legal advisers, most 
of whom were an the point of setting off fur 
their different eircuite, also attended to assist 
in the a:rangement of her property and other 
legal matters end it is enderstood that her will 
was then drawa up. She passed an indifferent 
night, but towards the morning of Saturday ob- 
tained some tranquil sleep, and in the course of 
the day was able to keep some gruel on her 
:tomuch. She siept grent pert of the day, which 
induced some observers to believe that er in- 
ward mortification had eommenced. She, how- 
ever, continued toierably easy, end passed that 
night better than the preceding one; but Sun- 
dey produced no apparent change ìn her symp- 
toms In the course of this day, Dr. Baillie was 
sent for by express to Gleacestershire. During 
the night of Sunday she had <ome relief, and, 
for the first tine bopes began to be entertained 
that she had pasred the erisis of her di-order.— 
In the morning of Monday her state wus cer- 
tuinly more favourable than it had been. At 
halt past two o'clock on ‘St day Dr, Buillie ar- 
cived, and immediately held a consultation with 
the four other physicians. Her mojesty had 
been bled with leeches, and found herself sbie 
to setaia on her stomach a little ui row rot, end 
some medicine; sh: had u!so, at her own re- 
guest, been raised From her bed, and was seat- 
ed in an arm chair, when tbe was ficst seen by 
De, baile, From these and ober circumstan- 
ces, the medical gentleinen viewed the case in 
e more fsvaarable tight than they had before 
done, but hesitate:l to praneunce the queen out 
of danger : though, ae was naturel, ha hopes ot 
her domesties aud vihers personally interested 
in ber preaverv, outstrinned the cautica of the 
phyricians. Still her mejssty was eetremely 
weak and feeble from her long ard vcute vuf-
